Spangier, Pa., Nov. 7.—Thp Reilly 


Coal Company mine, wrecked by a 
?as explosion yesterday morning, was 
cleared .of its dead today. 


Late this afternoon 
rescue 
crews 


brought out five bodies, believed to 
be the last in the workings. This 
brought the total of known dead to 
SO. Thirty-two miners were rescued. 


Officials of the company 
declared 


that & recheck of their reports made 
it practically 
certain that 112 men 


were in the mine when the blast took 
place. The tote* of listed survivors 
includes six miners who were in the 
cage when the flood of gas and smoke 
issued into the mouth of the shaft. 
The total dead include three -""•>-« 
who were rescued alive, but wno fail- 
3d to regain consciousness. 


Farther search of the headings was

that one or two men might have en- 
tered the mine yesterday without re- 
porting to their boss, made diligent 
search throughout all headings.

32 WERE~RESCUED 


Spangier, Pa., Nov. 7.—Thp Reilly 


Coal Company mine, wrecked by a 
?as explosion yesterday morning, was 
cleared .of its dead today. 


Late this afternoon 
rescue 
crews 


brought out five bodies, believed to 
be the last in the workings. This 
brought the total of known dead to 
SO. Thirty-two miners were rescued. 


Officials of the company 
declared 


that & recheck of their reports made 
it practically 
certain that 112 men 


were in the mine when the blast took 
place. The tote* of listed survivors 
includes six miners who were in the 
cage when the flood of gas and smoke 
issued into the mouth of the shaft. 
The total dead include three -""•>-« 
who were rescued alive, but wno fail- 
3d to regain consciousness. 


Farther search of the headings was 


nfa'de today. Mine officials 
and res- 


cue men realizing the 
possibilities 


that one or two men might have en- 
tered the mine yesterday without re- 
porting to their boss, made diligent 
search throughout all headings. All 
miners living, 
however, have 
been 


accounted for. 


The quiet precision that marked 


the removal 
of the corpses to the 


morgue was evident tonight as prep- 
arations for the funeral got under 
way. Identified bodies were removed 
as quickly as claimed. Company offi 
cials notified -widows and 
relative*, 


that they would take charge of fun- 
eral arrangements if desired. Prelim 
inary to, an investigation to deter- 
mine, if possible, cause of the explo- 
sion, mine inspectors spent consider- 
able time in the workings today. This' 
investigation coraSrrrted 
declarations 


previously made by company officials 
that the men who escaped owe their 
lives to the fact that the force of the 
explosion found a double outlet. 


One theory advanced is that possi- 


bly the gas was ignited by an open 
lamp. The flame roared one through 
the fan house while the gas and 
smoke traveled 
through 
the main 


headings in the other direction and 
shot 
to the surface 
through 
the 


chute. The consequence was that lit- 
tle debris was dislodged and miners 
who were conscious were able to scat- 
ter towards the fresh air zone at the 
sixth heading where they were founu 
by rescuers.
